A Semsrkable Paper on Inbbsr 
Hanufaotnrs. 



DESCRIBES PROCESSES. 

Deals With Rubber Manufactnrt 
From Planting of Seed of 
' . ' Rubber Plant. 



The Chemical Society was treated 
last night to a remarkable paper on 
the history and processes <^ manu- 
facture of rubber by Mr. G. S. 
Whitby. Mr. Whitby is a neiw-comer 
to the Chemical Staff of McGiU this 
summer, and previous to this he had 
been working in the tropics on vari- 
ous phalses of rubber manufacture. 
LBs.t n,ight he presented a general 
survey of this «ubjett to a very well 
attended meeting in a most able and 
Impressive manner. 

Starting at the truly natural com- 
mencing point of. the planting of the 
seed of the rubber plant, Heola Bra- 
stUensls, ' Its life history, commer- 
cially speaking, was traced out A 
hot, moist and linlform climate la es- 
sential to productive growth, and these 
conditions are. found near the equa- 
torial region. The plant Is allowed to 
grow unmolested for four years; then 
experiment has shown the rubber 
latex Is as good aa much older trees, 
allowing of extraction by tapping. 
Thll5 latter procefs is brought about 
by cutting a V-shaped slit In the 
bark about half-way round the trunk, 
some twenty Inches from the ground, 
A canal is cut from the apex to a 
similar apex fifteen Inches lower, 
where a mechanlcjil spout la inserted. 
The latex id eolleoted In glass or por- 
celain cupa. The average yield per 
tree per sapping Is In the vicinity of 
fifteen- 00*- The questloni^f-the func- 
tion of the latex Is doubtful, existing 
ao It does bètween the cambium and 
baik regions. Whether it be one of 
protection or possibly reserve food has 
yet to be proved. 

This fluid Is now transported to a 
central factory, where It Is first co- 
agulated by means of, acetic acid. The 
product la a white surface coagulum, 
and -a clear iseruni beneath. Just why 
the coagulation occurs Is not totally 
clear, but the- following factors are of 
Importance, — à coagulating encyme, a 
peroxidase, aerobic and aniierobie bac- 
teria, and fermentation with a con- 
sequent production of carbon Aiox' 
Ide. The coagulum' may be ' worked 
up into two forms; either "pale crepe" 
is made by rolling, washing and dry- 
ing into thin sheets, or "smoked 
sheets," which are dark slabs. 

The next step the process called 
"vulcanization," and this consists In 
treatment with sulphur. To this ac- 
tion Is duo the stability and elastic- 
ity of rubber very largely. Goodyear 
was the dtîcoverer in 1839 by pure em- 
piricism, and not till 1902 was any 
explanation offered. C. O. Weber 
"supposed that It was due to the caout- 
chouc pret-ent. This Is an unsaturated 
hydrocarbon . of unknown structural 
formula, — probably a derivative of 
isoprlne. Further physical and chemi- 
cal theories have appeared since 1910. 
Polymerisation of the . caoutchouc 
molecule, condensation with sulphur, 
and further polymerisation, possibly 
followed by absorption, are sH prob- 
able. 

Vulcanization mayl be' 'carried out 
by notably two processes. ■ The first 
Is called the cold, which produces on- 
ly thin sheets, and the second the 
hot. Chemical substances are used 
very largefcr as toughners, hardners, 
and a'ocelerators, especially metallic 
oxides. Pigments are very limited In 
variety, due to the necessary tem- 
perature. 

Mr. Wlïltby cloned his address by 
explaining the finishing of various 
cpmmon articles, .such as tires, tub- 
ing, hose, sheeting, etc. 

The meeting adjourned afte;r ' the 
president, Mr. O. Maass had moved 
a 'hearty vote of thanks .to the speak- 
er. Even the night watchman show- 
ed his Interest.

CEREALS. 



Since the new regulations -came in- 
to force governing the sale of cereaj 
packages there has been a decided 
curtailment In the use of wheat by 
cereal brealtfast food manufacturers, 
and com and other substitutes are 
taking its .place among the popular 
breakfast foods. 

The big manufacturers, the names 
of whose cereal products are house- 
hold words in Canada, are sliowinc; 
their willingness to co-operate in the 
^/heat saving asked for by the Food 
Controller by making conkjlUatory 
overtures which entail radical changes 
in their trade. As a result of the 
regulation requiring specific data from 
tho manufacturer as to >the cost of 
the container and advertising, defin- 
ite Information has been {secured as 
to how much the public have been 
paying tor the product and how much 
for wrappings. From now on thoy 
will be getting full value for their 
money, as tho most inexpensive of 
containers only are to be allowed. 

A number of licenses have already 
been granted. Several firms have de- 
cided to give Up the sale of package 
goods during the period of the war, 
and have made arrangements to sell 
their products In bulk. The majority 
of tho licenses iU-eued to date hf^ve 
been for breakfast foods and cereal 
preparations to be sold In package:> 
ranging from three to seven or eight 
pounds. This is preferred by the 
Pood Controller to. small packages of 
a few ounces, and, to meet his wishe», 
the manufacturers are Inclined to 
push the sale of cereals in cheap 
packages and 'largo quantities rather 
than In cartons. 

No licenses are being granted for 
the sale of flour In small packages — 
either grain, whole wheat or ordinary 
flour. A similar policy te being pur- 
sued In the United States, and Mr. 
Hoover is pointing out to the millers 
that while it may .seem a hardship 
tu them, in the meantime, yet it is 'a 
war-time necessity, and they are do- 
ing it tor the sake of the. Allies and. 
the men overseas. , . 

In some easel* içanufactur^rsi are 
using a label on their product Indi- 
cating that they .are- assisting the 
Food Controller by substituting other 
gmins' for wheat. - ..In one case a 
nmnufaeturer proposes' to Increase the 
sice of the package he produces from 
10 to 12 ounces, without increaislng 
the selling price. He also proposes to 
substitute 33 1-8 per cent, corn for 
wheat Another offers to substitutu 
com for the wheat which now consti- 
tutes 95 per cent, of the composition 
of the cereal which he manufactures. 

In the case of one firm it was found 
that there had been an excelMive 
"spread" between the cost of the rtvw 
material and the selling price. In 
conformity With the mrulatlons the 
mamifaoturer Increased the weight of 
the package by a quarter of a potind 
without increasing .the selling price. It 
was further agreed, to substitute 20 
per cent., com for wheat ' 

The gain etc the consumer is illus- 
trated in these ln«tances, while the 
blggtlst factor of all is the saving of 
the wheat needed for overseas,

j The owst of wrapping at the refin- 
ery Is^ approximately 28 cents per 
tljousand pieces}. Many hotels and 
restaurants -Usiiw. unwrapped lump 
àiigar iia've doled It out in small pa- 
per bai^s during the sugar shortage, 
à method that cost* approximately 67 
Cfihts P^'-BOO bags, each containing 
two lumps. Wrapped sugar la not 
tnuohed by hands, being wrapped at 
the refinery by machinery. ,Whera a 
giieut uses only one piece .of sugar 
thérê 'ls .cc . ■waste, as when two '.on 
more pieces ot unwrapped -sugar are 
seryed. This steward maintains that, 
contrary to general belief, granulated 
sugar is ' not as economical as lump 
sugar In service. — ^Weekly Bulletin, 
Xj.

Mediaeval to Modem- 

' iÀ Men's Dress 



THE .evolution of Clothes from the dawn 
of UJstoiy' to the. efficiency tailorine of 
today is' one -series oi radical changes. The 
earliest .man adorned his hair with feathers' 
and his back with skins. About 2500 B.C. the 
Egyptian 'dressed in a gown of linen. With 
thé comingof horses, about 850 B.C., the gown 
became a divided skirt. The traders of the 
Mediterranean first introduced breeches into 
Britain., ,\

1 Tlie costumes of> tlief|11riimnth- 
were rich and simply 'butttNë^Fifteenth.Cen- 
tuiy was aa era of extravagance.''!- It was then 
that gloves became known, and a tailor was 
first spoken of, ■ The-Sixteenth Century wit- 
nessed more gorgeously clad Englbhmen, with . 
the frills apa rulTs of Spanish. origin. These 
picturesque styles' continued Ihto the Seven* 
teenth Century. 

1 Today, men's dress might almost be termed 
a uniform, for all dvilued countries weiu- 
pretty much the same mode of garment. ' 
H Medieval dress comes to us from the Bible, 
I where we are told that the Lord made coats 
or sUn and clothed Ad|am and Eve. 
H The trouieiidland ithe uht^ days were 
mnsured inTihéWys'^bf the .Roman In>rai>ipn. 
Britons'were forced'to adbpt the costutfie of.th^ 
conquerors, but thé colder British climate was 
unsuited to the classic tunic and mantle, 
f The - Anglo-Saxon costume of 4.W A.D. Is 
still represented by the kilts of HiRhlanders.

T In America there was no established doth- 
ing induttry untiljtfttr;the Civil War. The

with'ultifbrim^hadtw^radTBmiSe^tlet, and 
were organised' to make dothing.^ ' Naturally 
theh- first product was cheap and chopped 
out clothes, ill-fitting and ugly. 



H German workmen supplanted the «ative- 
born employees in these . shops, and the 
iweatshop system was developed m the fordgn 
oiiarters. One has but to read the names of 
the makers of American clothing to see that 
Germans now dominate the wholesale clothing 
industry in. the United States, 
% Up to 1895 the ready-made dothing shop 
was a by-word. One could buy little but the 
cheapest tweeds and wiry worsteds. 
H The originators of Semi-ready Tailoring 
conceived the'idea that men would prefer to . 
buy their dothes with the same case with 
which they could buy shoes. 

^ It would be necessary to make up the 
most expensive cloth, to tailor Jt as well as 
the expert journey-man tailor could do it; to ' 

- make as many styles of suits as there were' 
•hoe styles, and to make up just as màhy... 
shapes as there were physical types of men. -sV 
TÀ few years of experimenting were neces-> 
■ary to evolve the idea. Not, until a new. 
factory was erected, and was equipped with 
a nucleus of trained, young experts who had 
been taught from the beginning, did the Semi-' 
ready system begin to atuin that perfection 
which today makes it the. accepted form of 
buying good dothes. 

T Today the merchant tailor has to argue 
that ,his j>roduct is nràrly as good as Semi- 
ready tailoring.'
